The year 1994 was a year of challenge and change for the Town of East 
Bridgewater and especially the Board of Selectmen. In order to better serve the Town 
and accomplish the many objectives of the Board, we returned to weekly meetings in 
June. 


In February, the Board accepted the resignation of Fire Chief, John Parow and 
also appointed George Samia as Town Accountant. In March, Peter Watson was 
appointed as Fire Chief and Frank Savino was appointed as Treasurer/Collector. 


The April election brought a change in the Board as former Selectman Paul R. 
Nisby returned. The Board is grateful to former Selectman Clifford Williams for his 
service to the Town as a member Board of Selectmen and wish him well in his new home 
in Connecticut. 


Mr. Nisby outlined his goals and objectives for the next year, at his first 
meeting in April, which were later adopted by the full Board. Some of these goals 
have been reached including bus service to Boston, instituting of a collection 
schedule for Tax Title property, listing of obsolete equipment from all town 
departments, putting up for sale the former Police Station on Maple Avenue and the 
Elmwood Fire Station on West Street, review of and compliance with restrictions for 
all Class I, II and III licenses and work on improving the financial picture of the 
Town. 


Other goals such as clean-up of Forge Pond, installation of a skating rink, 
connector road from Route 18 to Plymouth Street, grant writing, regionalization of 
services, small treatment plant for Route 18/Spring Street area are in various 
phases of work. 


Mrs. Swartz has also been working on goals which she initiated when she came 
on the Board in 1993 including reinstituting of a Recreation Commission, 
improvements to the Carver Cotton dam and preservation of the Stone Wall in front of 
Town Hall. As part of the work involved in the Carver Cotton dam restoration, Mrs. 
Swartz has met with State officials to resolve issues regarding this project. 


On May 23, Mrs. Swartz presented the new Town Flag which, through donations, 
was constructed. The flag now hangs in the Hall of Flags at the State House and 
depicts the Town Seal on a blue background. Presentation of the flag during Flag Day 
ceremonies in Boston was attended by Kristine Lewis, Middle School 8th grade 
student, Erin and Ryan Greene, Central School students, Mr. Nisby, Mrs. Swartz, Mr. 
Greene, Town Moderator, Phil Carey and Chief of Police, John Silva. 


The Board would like to extend their thanks to Joseph Meaney, Southeastern 
Regional Vo-Tech School Committeeman and the teachers and students of this school 
for their work on many projects within the Town. A new cabinet and bulletin board 
for the Town Clerk were projects completed. Mrs. Swartz has been instrumental in 
organizing work on a storage area in Town Hall and a new Town Hall Sign, which 
should be installed sometime in the Spring. Also, this year the Annual Town Report 
was printed by the school at a considerable savings to the Town. 


This year the Board has instituted a Department Head Update during their 
weekly meetings, which allows the various departments and committees to keep the 
Board informed on their department’s activities and to better inform the public as 
to what the town committees and boards are doing. This has proved to be a well 
received and informative portion of our meetings.. 
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During the summer months, this office was pleased to welcome Harvard student 
Kimberly Pedersen, who worked an internship for the Board. Kim was able to assist 
the Board by working on special projects and providing a complete report on her 
assignments at the end of the summer. Projects in Kim’s final report were Mass. 
Housing Program, Employee Recognition Program, High School Tennis Court 
refurbishing, Community Think Tank and Recreation Commission. 


In September, Executive Secretary Richard LaFond left his position to take the 
same position in the Town of Abington. On November 21, the Board welcomed John J. 
Clifford the newly appointed Executive Assistant to the Board of Selectmen. 


The Town has been the recipient of two grants this past year, one from DEP for 
Recycling Equipment - 4 Roll-Off Containers for use at the Recycling Center and a 
Strategic Planning Grant in the amount of $18,000 which will be administered by OCPC 
for the town. 


The Board continues to take any active part in the many town activities 
including the Memorial Day ceremonies, Veterans’ Day Parade, Christmas on the Common 
Parade and activities, Little League and Soccer Opening Day parades and ceremonies, 
as well as other local events. 


The Board would like to express their appreciation to the many townspeople who 
are appointed to serve on town committees and boards. Your dedication and 
willingness to serve the town and its residents is what makes our Town a very 
special place to live. We invite anyone who would be interested in serving on any of 
the appointed committees to make yourself known to this Board. 


We would also like to thank our staff, Executive Assistant, John Clifford and 
Principal Clerk, Karen Grabau for their service to this Board and the residents of 
the Town. Also, to all the town departments, boards and committees a our sincere 
thanks for your continued cooperation and assistance to this Board.

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater. 


I respectfully submit the Annual Report of the East Bridgewater Fire 
Department for the year 1994. 


The year 1994 was a busy year for the Fire Department. during the year, 
department members responded to 1343 emergency calls. this is an increase of 137 
calls (11%) over last year. Ambulance work accounts for approximately 70% of the 
calls for help that we respond to. This year the ambulance answered 962 calls for 
medical assistance. Of the remaining 381 calls, 100 involved fires and the rest 
were for situations which include hazardous materials spills/leaks, electrical 
emergencies, water problems, false alarms, cover assignments, etc. 


The number of calls handled by the Fire Department remained fairly constant 
throughout the 80’s. Since 1990, the number of calls that the Department answers has 
risen steadily from 972 in 1990 to 1343 in 1994; a 38% increase! Department manning 
has remained constant throughout this time period. Since 1979, the Department has 
had 12 full time fire fighters who are augmented by call fire fighters. This 
provides round the clock coverage with 3 fire fighters on duty at all times who 
provide a dual role of fire fighting and ambulance service for the Town. A duty crew 
of three allows 2 personnel to respond to fire or medical calls while one remains in 
the station to provide communications and to respond if a second call comes in. If a 
second call is received while the duty crew is already on a run, the person in the 
station calls in the off duty personnel, calls for mutual aid if needed, and 
responds to the scene of the second call. This leaves the station unmanned for a 
short period of time until the off duty personnel arrive. 


This year the Department has been able to augment the care that we provide to 
the Townspeople with Advanced Life support services provided by paramedics from the 
South Shore Hospital or from Norfolk Bristol. These units cover many towns in this 
area and because of this are not always available when needed. Upgrading our service 
from a Basic service to an Advanced service would reduce the dependence on outside 
agencies to deliver ALS care. The department continues to offer a 7 day a week blood 
pressure clinic where residents can have their blood pressure taken and recorded by 
the duty EMTs on a walk-in basis at no charge. This year, the lives of two citizens 
were saved by the EMTs with the use of the semi-automatic defibrillator which was 
put into service last year. The department carries two of these units, which are 
used to “jump start” the heart of a patient in cardiac arrest. 


Fire Prevention work remains a priority for the Department. fire safety 
inspections are conducted by the four lieutenants. Schools, nursing homes, places of 
public assembly and other high risk occupancies are given priority while other 
locations are inspected as time and manpower permit. New regulations on underground 
storage tanks are requiring more time to be spent in this area. Lt. Mason has been 
working to update the department’s records on all underground storage tanks located 
in the town. 


The Department has continued to take an active interest in promoting fire 
prevention and awareness among the children of the town. Classes were held in 
cooperation with the Central School during Fire Prevention Week. this past year has 
also seen the beginning of a new program aimed at juvenile fire starters. The goal 
of this program is to get youngsters who have been identified as having problems 
with fire setting and teach them about the proper ways to use fire before they hurt 
themselves or someone else. Lt. Fairburn and Firefighters Gormley, McDevitt and 
Folloni have all put in a lot of effort and time to develop these programs. I would 
like to take this opportunity to publicly thank them for their hard work. I would 
also the Middleboro Fire Department for helping us to get this program started. It 
is only the second one in Plymouth County and one of six in the entire state.

This past fall, the underground storage tank for heating oil at the fire 
station developed a leak and had to be removed. This required a response action to 
clean up the spilled oil under orders from the Department of Environmental 
Protection. Fortunately the amount spilled was small and the cleanup did not cost 
the town a large amount. Thanks are due the Highway Department, the Water Department 
and to BFI for their assistance in helping to take care of the problem and keeping 
the cost down. 


I would like to thank the Officers and Fire Fighters of the Department that 
have assisted me this past year. I would also like to thank all other Town 
Departments for the cooperation and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


In 1994, the Board of Library trustees continued to address needs which had 
been identified in the library’s Long Range Plan. The primary focus was on improving 
access and providing better services. For example, because access to the public 
library was seen as being impeded by the weight of the exterior doors, new doors, 
purchased with public library state aid, were installed early in the year. A water 
fountain, accessible to patrons who are physically challenged, was also installed. 
Most importantly, in 1994 the East Bridgewater Library System began to restore some 
of the services that had been lost in previous years through budget restrictions. In 
September, School Library Assistants Sharon Fowler and Anita Barton were hired as 
much needed support for Middle School Librarian Mary Davis and High School Librarian 
Anne Hynes, respectively. Long delayed projects could finally be undertaken to 
provide students with more efficient library services. At the public library, 
restoring an aide position enabled the library to be open an additional evening and 
more hours on Saturday. That patrons responded favorably to having better access to 
the facility is reflected in a more than 13% increase in circulation. 


In addition to providing more hours, the public library offered its patrons 
the use of InfoTrac on CD ROM. This database, updated monthly, provides indexing and 
abstracting to over 200 periodicals as well as providing the full text of articles 
in over 100 periodicals. Since InfoTrac’s installation in July, over 2,200 searches 
have been made by patrons seeking current information on a variety of topics. 
patrons also responded enthusiastically when a small compact disc collection began 
to circulate in February. By the end of the year, this collection, which was funded 
initially by a federal grant, contained 376 titles and is continuing to grow. 


As always activities for children were an important part of public library 
services in 1994. 280 children participated in the increasingly popular Summer 
Reading Program, while storytimes, special programs, and library tours attracted an 
audience of 1,851. Children’s book illustrator Judy Moffatt made a fascinating 
presentation on how a book is constructed and Rick Goldin performed a family concert 
which was sponsored by the Ruth C. Thayer American Youth Hostel Fund and the Friends 
of the Library. 


The Friends of the Library supported many other activities and services. 
Thanks to the Friends, East Bridgewater residents were able to attend a special 
slide program by local resident John Manchester, “Cape Cod Beneath My Wings.” Thanks 
to the Friends, the Adult Reading Club continued to meet regularly to discuss new or 
favorite titles. Thanks to the Friends, a successful booksale and holiday raffle 
were conducted. Thanks to the Friends, a monthly newsletter was produced to provide 
information on upcoming programs, recent acquisitions, and new services. The patrons 
of the East Bridgewater Public Library have a lot for which to thank the Friends. 


The staff of the library also wishes to thank the volunteers who gave depth to 
the meaning of the words “faithful” and “dedicated”. At the public library, Roberta 
Barroll, David Domer, Evelyn Fletcher and Lorraine Roan could be counted on to do 
whatever was asked of them. At the High School Library, Beth Hayes provided 
exceptional support as did Sharon Grasso and Carol Jones at the Middle School 
Library. 


There are currently over 5,500 registered patrons. Through the generosity of 
the East Bridgewater Co-operative Bank, new patrons receive a library card holder 
listing the library’s hours and telephone number. The library’s patrons also 
benefited from the support of Baggia Press, which donated calendar bookmarks, and 
So. Weymouth Savings Bank, which continued its sponsorship of the pass to the New 
England Aquarium. The East Bridgewater Arts Council made several contributions: 
sponsoring a program by folk singer Ben Tousley, funding subscriptions to art 
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periodicals, purchasing children’s music audio tapes. East Bridgewater also received 
a boost from the New England Foundation for the Arts which approved a grant to have 
the library host a concert of chamber music by the Charleston String Quartet. 


In summary, 1994 was a good year for library services in East Bridgewater. We 
look forward with confidence to a 1995 which will be even better.

REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


It is my pleasure to report to you the activities of the Highway Department 
for the Fiscal 1994. 


This year was an extraordinary year in that we were required to plow 13 times 
in the months of January and February. Hundreds of hours were worked by men from the 
Highway Department, Water Department, Disposal Area and local hired contractors. 
This work consisted of sanding, plowing and removing snow from our streets, 
sidewalks, and school and town parking lots. 


The harsh winter took its toll on many of:our roads. We spent most of the 
spring patching potholes, graveling shoulders and repairing sunken utility trenches. 


In the summer months we were busy sweeping streets, cleaning and repairing 
street drains, mowing roadside and island grass, replacing street signs and working 
with the contractors hired to reconstruct, pulverize and pave many of the town’s 
roads. A major drainage problem was corrected on Spring Street where the telephone 
company inadvertently set a pole through the main drain line. 


We spent the fall finishing off the newly paved streets with the graveling, 


loaming and seeding of their shoulders. Much time is also spent on the never ending 
task of picking up roadside litter. 
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The following streets were pulverized, fine graded and resurfaced to correct 
drainage problems: 
Park Ave., Ashley Dr., Emerald St. and Summit Dr. 
Leveling and resurfacing was completed on: 
Belmont ST., Pleasant St., Matfield St., Cedar St. and Cross St. 


We would like to thank Mr. Thomas Allen from Mass. Highway Department, 
District #5, State Aid Office for his assistance and the Commonwealth of MA for 
their part in the previously mentioned road work. We have received 100% funding for 
a grand total of $221,110.00 for these streets:

This Department also removed many broken limbs and 
hangers from too many trees to mention as a direct result of the 80+ inches of 
snowfall of this past winter. 


The Tree Department also cut and chipped brush at all 5 well sites and several 
streets and cleared tall grass and brush obstructing motorists visibility on corners 
and curves. 


The Tree Department landscaped the front of the Police Station, loamed and 
seeded a portion of Central Cemetery and planted some shrubbery along the entrance 
to same to retain the banking; chipped 11 stumps in Central Cemetery below ground 
level and loamed and seeded same to facilitate mowing. the section where Police 
Memorial was removed from the Public Library was also loamed, graded and seeded. The 
town Common and the front portion of Central Cemetery was fertilized with a weed and 
feed granular fertilizer. 


I wish to express my thanks to the Tree Department employees, other Town 
Departments and Officials for their co-operation, patience and understanding; a 
special thank you to Mr. Jon Ridder for his donation of loam to upgrade the Central 
Cemetery.

The East Bridgewater Home Health Agency continues to provide a full range of 
services to the citizens of East Bridgewater, including Skilled Nursing, Therapies, 
Home Health Aides, Health Teaching, and Supervision, Hypertension and Diabetes 
Screening, Maternal and Child Health Assessments, Nutritional Counseling and 
Communicable Disease follow-up for the Board of Health. 
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As an official agency owned and operated by the Town of East Bridgewater, the 
Home Health Agency is able to bill and be reimbursed for all services provided. This 
reimbursement allows the Home Health Agency to be financially self sufficient. 


The Home Health Agency, in an effort to expand resources and provide better 
service, has affiliated with eight local VNA’s to form the Affiliated Community 
Visiting Nurse Association, Inc. This collaborative effort represents nine nurse 
managed, free standing not-for profit community based agencies with a broad 
collective geographic coverage of 24 south shore communities. This affiliation has 
provided the Home Health Agency with an opportunity to expand its current services 
to include Psychiatric nursing and Alzheimer’s Disease/Dementia Program. the nine 
member affiliation is a step forward in this changing and challenging health care 
environment.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING/BUILDING DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The function of the Planning/Building Department is to receive applications 
and plans for new subdivisions, the construction of Buildings and there utilities, 
and to determine zoning requirements for these projects. 


The coordinating of these activities in a single department has proven to the 
way of tracking permits and inspection of the construction. 


The Department processed 949 permits in 1994, as follows: 


290 Building Permits 276 Wiring Permits 
221 Plumbing Permits 162 Gas Permits 


Fifty-eight (58) of the Building Permits were for new dwellings units in 1994. 
The estimated construction cost as indicated on the Building Permit Application was 
$7,743,611. A total of $68,922 was collected and turned over to the Town Treasurer 
for these permits. 


The Planning Board meetings are every Monday evening at 7:00 p.m. and are held 
in the Town Office Building in the second floor conference room. 


The Board acted on numerous site plans and Subdivision plans this year. The 
fees generated for the projects was $12,000, which were turned into the town 
Treasurer. 


Five (5) accounts have been generated by deposits from subdivision developers 
on a per foot of road basis, these fees are non refundable and are used by the 
Highway Surveyor to partially offset the cost associated with adding new roadways to 
the Town. 
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The Board is pleased with Consulting Engineer, John DeLano and Associates and 
are completing their second year with the firm. 


The Zoning Map was completely updated along with identifying the location of 
new subdivision streets. We wish to thank P.M.P. Associates. 


Town Meeting in September accepted two (2) roads, MacRae Drive and Cherry 
Blossom Path as public roads. 


We welcome Robert Goeppner and Richard O’Flaherty as permanent members and 
Tyler Blanchard as an Associate Member. 


The Board and the Board of Selectmen have been working with 0.C.P.C. and 
received a grant in the amount of $18,000.00, for Economic Development and 
Industrial Corp., there are still many steps to this grant.

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REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of East 
Bridgewater, 


As your representative to the Old Colony Planning Council (OCPC), we are 
pleased to present this report on behalf of the Council for 1994. 


The Council is one of thirteen regional planning agencies in Massachusetts, 
authorized by state statute to prepare plans for the physical, social and economic 
development of their respective regions. In addition OCPC, which serve fifteen 
communities in the Brockton-Plymouth areas, is the only regional planning agency in 
Massachusetts to be designated as an Area Agency on Aging. In this responsibility, 
the Council manages federal Older Americans Act funding for its regular planning 
district plus eight additional municipalities. The Council is also designated by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts as the Metropolitan Planning Organization for 
transportation planning and as an Economic Development District by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce, Economic Development Administration for economic development 
planning, coordination and financial support. 


Each member community of the Council is represented by one delegate and one 
alternate member. The Council members establish policy, develop the work program, 
and, employ and oversee the activities of the professional staff. The Council meets 
on the last Wednesday of each month at 7:30 p.m. in the OCPC offices located at 70 
School Street, Brockton. 


In 1993, the Council’s activities concentrated on meeting the increased 
requirements of the Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficiency Act for 
transportation planning and assisting communities in acquiring funding under the 
program; preparing required documents and providing technical assistance under the 
economic development program; and, administering the elder services program. The 
council was saddened in May by the sudden passing of its President, James A. Kassos 
of Brockton who had just been re-elected to serve a second term. The OCPC dedicated 
the Library/Conference Room in memory of Mr. Kassos. Mr. John G. Mather of Halifax 
was elected to replace him as President of the council. Elected to serve as Council 
Secretary was Eldon F. Moreira of West Bridgewater and Joseph Landolfi of Stoughton 
was elected Treasurer. 


The Council gratefully acknowledges the generous support and cooperation of 
its member communities, the participation and involvement of members of the Joint 
Transportation Committee chaired by Mr. Stephen Baker; the Overall Economic 
Development Committee chaired by Mr. Joseph Joseph; and the Area Agency on Aging 
Advisory Committee chaired by Mr. Christian Schembri. The Council also recognizes 
the work of local boards and commissions and the government agencies, public and 
private institutions and individuals who assisted its efforts.

The Conservation Commission has had its usual busy year in complying with the 
Massachusetts Wetlands Act. We have issued forty (40) [jrders of Conditions plus many 
other reports required by the Massachusetts Wetlands Act. 


One of our most productive work is the athletic fields off Church Street. the 
athletic fields presently has three baseball/softball fields, four soccer fields 
(two have bee redone), two basketball courts, playground area and two snack 
bar/storage buildings. All of the development has been completed through donations, 
fund-raisers, or volunteers. No taxpayer funds have been used. This complex is not 
only used for organized programs, but is used by hundreds of residents for fund 
raisers or pickup games. Approximately twenty of the thirty-eight acres have been 
developed with plans for 1995 for a street hockey court and a walking trail.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


The Department will be realizing two (2) of its recent goals; 10 being the 
completion of the #5 Well site off East Street. the Well will be going on line mid 
year 1995 and 2) the beginning of the Corrosion Control Program, whereby, reducing 
the “green” tinge that so many home owners have experienced in the past. The 
Engineers have completed most of their work and the Project will be out for bid in 
the Spring of 1995, with a completion target date of early 1996. 


Again this year, the Department employees undertook two (2) special projects 
for the betterment of the Water Distribution System. 1) being the change over of 33 
water services from the old iron main on Plymouth Street to the new 16” main and 4 
street tie-ins; 2) the cleaning of the Pond Street main (10,200 feet) was completed 
last spring with the assistance of Department employees. thereby, keeping the cost 
of the Project to a minimum. since the completion of these Projects and the Metzler 
Road Project of last year, all calls regarding rusty water have just about been 
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eliminated. 


The change over of the upgrade of the computer that controls the Water 
Distribution System is nearly complete. The final step of this Project will be to 
add the #5 Well to the System, and this will be done as soon as the #5 Site is 
completed. 


The Water Department has increased to over 3,543 accounts over the last 
several years and the Department’s meters, as well as 20+ year old meters tracked 
for replacement - with 125 meters having been replaced - 48 were non-registering 
meters and 75 were meters older than 20 years - 53 meters were installed in newly 
constructed homes. 


There were 9 main breaks - 15 service leaks - 83 service renewals - 3 hydrant 
replaced during this year. 


The Board would also like to announce the addition of another full time 
employee, Mr. John Gormley. This brings the work force to a total of 5, the same 
level of employees that the Department had in 1982. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the other Town 
Departments for their cooperation in working with the Water Department.

REPORT OF VETERANS SERVICES 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater, 


This year marks the 50th Anniversary of the GI Bill 1944-1994. The GI Bill has 
been so successful for our WWII & Korean veterans it is considered one of the best 
investments the taxpayers money in the history of our country. So that the GI Bill 
has been extended to our Vietnam veterans. In most cases they had 10 years from date 
of discharge to complete their educational training under the GI Bill. 


The Persian Gulf War Veterans eligibility requirements are the completion of 
24 months continuous active duty or full period of at least 90 days for which a 
person was called to active duty, and discharged or released from active duty, other 
than dishonorable; or earlier release after 90 days, with a hardship discharge, 
discharge at the convenience of the government , or discharged for service connected 
disability. Reservists and National Guard members are eligible if they were 
activated on or after August 2, 1990, served 90 days active duty, and discharged 
honorably. 


The continued demand for services from our Department has exceeded all 
expectations during the year. Our WWII & Korean veterans are having problems with 
age and health and the fact most of them are living on fixed incomes. We have been 
most successful in helping them to get out patient treatment at our V.A. hospitals 
in Brockton and West Roxbury. Also, in getting their medications from the V.A. at a 
cost of only $2.00 for their prescription drugs. Claims that we have filed this year 
alone on behalf of these veterans have exceeded $180,000. in cash awards for 
pensions and service connected disabilities for the veterans and their dependents. 
This includes successful claims for Agent Orange for our Vietnam veterans and lung 
conditions for some of our Persian Gulf veterans.

It appears at this date and time, we will be able to complete the year within 
our budget for Chapter 115 benefits without a request for additional funds for 
FY1995.

REPORT OF THE COUNCIL ON AGING 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Council on Aging, established by an act of the Legislature in 1956, has 
three major responsibilities: 

1. identifying the elderly and the handicapped people, and their problems and 
needs. 

2. to evaluate their needs and the resources of the community by which these 
needs may be met. 

3. to educate the community of the problems and needs and provide for these 
needs. 


These three major goals are a function of the Council on Aging, as a head of 
this Department of Town Government. The carrying out of the policies and practices 
of accomplishing these goals is the function of the Office of Elder Affairs under 
the very able Director, Mary Jane Kingsland, and the aid of our part-time clerk, 
Margaret DeGara, and the support of approximately two thousand (2000) volunteer 
hours from town citizens, many of whom are seniors themselves. 


The needs of the older or handicapped people are as varied as the people 
themselves, but all of them must be helped either by counseling, by advocating, by 
referring them to a proper alternate agency, by putting in place an available 
service, or by designing a necessary program providing for the specific need. 


In East Bridgewater, the Council on Aging has identified one thousand, five 
hundred and ninety-eight (1598) elderly as well as several handicapped or 
incapacitated folks, not necessarily elderly. Some of the needs that the Council on 
Aging has identified and have provided for this year are as follows:

However, the 
Council only pays a minimum two hundred ($200.00) dollars yearly fee for all of 
these, as the individual delegate pays for all registration and any other fees when 
representing the Council, at the monthly meetings, on their own. | 


The Council and the Town are sincerely grateful to the many volunteers who 
give the Town some 2000 hours of work freely; if the Town were paying for this, ever 
at minimum wages, it would amount to over fourteen thousand ($14,000.00). Credit 
must also be given to the many organizations who help us finance our programs and 
services, such as the directors and staff at the Southeastern Regional Vocational 
Technical High School, the Key Club, the Friends, the Lions, the Kiwanis, the 
Highway, Police and Fire Departments of our Town.

REPORT OF THE OLD COLONY PLANNING COUNCIL AREA AGENCY ON AGING 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


As your representatives to the Old Colony Planning Council, Area Agency on 
Aging Advisory Committee, we are pleased to present this report of the Area Agency’s 
activities for 1994. 


The Old Colony Planning Council Area Agency on Aging is responsible for 
administering Title III funds under the Older Americans Act. This federal funding 
enables the Area Agency on Aging to address the needs of elders in twenty-three 
communities in southeastern Massachusetts. Through the combined efforts of the 
local Councils on Aging, community service agencies and the Area Agency on Aging, 
Title III funds are used to develop and support a broad range of in-home and 
community-based elder services. 


During fiscal year 1994, almost 13,000 elders in the region received in exces 
of 300,000 units of service, ranging from home-delivered meals to transportation 
services through the program. These services were provided through more than twenty 
local and regional social support services and twenty-five Title III supported 
nutrition sites. The following services were funded in 1994 by the Area Agency on 
Aging:Senior Center Services 

Mental Health assessment and counseling 

Homemaker, personal care and Home Health Aid Services 

Social day care/respite service 

Congregate and Home Delivered Meals 

Services for deaf and/or blind elders 

Transportation Services 

Emergency/crisis assistance 

Chore Services 

Legal Services 

Nursing Home Ombudsman Services 
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The Area Agency on Aging Advisory Committee plays a vital role in the 
development and support of elder service programs in the area. The Advisory 
Committee, consisting of representatives from each of the 23 communities served, 
assists the Area Agency on Aging with assessing elder service needs, establishing 
funding priorities and selecting subgrantees to provide Title III services. The 
support and cooperation of the local communities and Advisory Committee is 
acknowledged with gratitude by the Old colony Planning Council Area Agency on Aging.

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REPORT OF THE SOUTHEASTERN REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 
the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Southeastern offers six post-secondary and twenty-four secondary vocational- 
hnical training programs. On October 1, 1993, there were 1,282 students enrolled 
nm the school district. 


East Bridgewater’s share of the $10,310,948 Fiscal 1995 school budget is 
136,127. This is 4.60% of the budget and represents fifty-nine students. 


Various grants were written and funded from a variety of sources to offset 
tupply and equipment costs. We were funded for a health grant, drug-free school 
jrant, special education grant, block grant, mathematics/science grant and Carl 
‘erkins vocational grant. Grant funds were used to purchase machine shop equipment 
various shop supplies. Additional grant funds were used to hire aides, 
liscipline assistants and vocational teachers. 


Our adult evening school courses continue to offer entry level trade skills 
ind apprentice programs. Many new evening school courses were offered during the 
vast year, and adult participation has greatly increased. 


A site visit was made by the national Accrediting Agency for Clinical 
waboratory Sciences to evaluate our Medical Laboratory Technician Program. NAACLS 
"ecommended that our Medical Laboratory Technician Program receive accreditation for 
1 two year period. 


John Avery, our High School Director for the past six years, was appointed 
juperintendent-Director of Bristol-Plymouth Regional School in Taunton, and created 
vacancy that was filled by Patrick H. O’Neill, former Director and Administrative 
’ificer of Maine Vocational United Technologies Center. Mr. O’Neill has over twenty 
fears experience and is completing his doctoral studies at Nova Southeastern 
versity in vocational technical occupational education. 


Southeastern recently hosted ten vocational students from Fermanagh College in 
orthern Ireland, and ten County Cavan students from the Republic of Ireland. The 
rogram was called the Wider Horizons Program, and was funded by the International 
nd for Ireland to promote peace and greater understanding. 


Southeastern student John Shea won first place in the Massachusetts Vocational 
ndustrial Clubs of America residential plumbing competition and placed seventh in 
e national competition held in Kansas City, Missouri. Other VICA students have 
mn successful in other regional and state competitions. 


Southeastern graduates continue to do well, and the Class of 1994 has 96% of 
ts graduates placed in full-time jobs, military and/or further education. Co- 
ative education employers thank the school district for supplying them with high 
aliber students. ' 


Southeastern is always seeking new and different ways of conducting its 
ucation programs at minimal costs to the taxpayers of the school district without 
acrificing quality vocational education programs.

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REPORT OF THE PLYMOUTH COUNTY COOPERATIVE EXTENSION 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


County Extension programs are carried on through Plymouth County in 
cooperation with the UMASS - Amherst and the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The Cooperative Extension Systems is supported by County, Federal and 
State funds, and operates under Federal and State laws and agreements. Education 
programs focus on water quality, horticulture, agriculture, 4-H youth and family 
development, and nutrition education. Volunteer advisory groups work with staff on 
developing specific programs. Local citizens, appointed by the County Commissioners, 
serve as County Extension trustees, directing the overall program. Extension staff 
serve as a direct link with the University of Massachusetts. New research findings 
are translated into practical applications and shared with people and communities 
through workshops, conferences, field demonstrations, technical assistance, 
newspaper articles, radio and television. Publications such as regular newsletters 
and booklets, factsheets, and home study courses, bring information directly to 
those who need it. 


In Plymouth County, the Cooperative Extension outreach office is located on 
High Street, Hanson. In Southeastern Massachusetts regional programs are conducted 
in cooperation with the Barnstable County Cooperative Extension Program. Satellite 
offices of UMASS Cooperative Extension are located in Bristol and Norfolk Counties. 
UMASS Cooperative Extension also operates the Cranberry Experiment Research Station, 
located in Wareham. The Cooperative Extension office (Hanson) is open 8:30-4:30 p.m. 
Mon-Fri. Currently the county field staff consists of a County Director, two 4-H 
Youth Development Specialists, a Nutrition/Family Development Specialist, and a 
Landscape/Nursery Specialist. A federally funded Expanded Food and Nutrition 
Education Program, which has been active in Plymouth County since 1969, is run under 
the auspices of Cooperative Extension. Currently, one supervisor, and two outreach 
educators work in this program conducting a UMASS nutrition education certificate 
course. A three-year Water Quality Grant was received this past year for work in the 
Taunton River Watershed Connections Project. For more detailed information on the 
County Cooperative Extension program contact the county office at Box 658, Hanson, 
MA 02341. (617)-293-3541 or 447-5946. 

PROGRAM OUTREACH- During the last 12 months County Cooperative Extension 
agents conducted 510 educational outreach programs. 

CABLE TV - One hundred cable TV shows “Extension News & Notes” have been 
produced by Plymouth County Cooperative Extension. All but 3 Plymouth County towns 
use this half-hour Cooperative Extension cable TV program in their weekly community 
access channel, reaching over 100,000 households. Extension’s free video lending 
library lists 125 popular titles for home viewing for residents. 

RADIO - Every Sunday morning at 8:10 a.m. on WBET (Brockton), Cooperative 
Extension staff present a 15 minute broadcast on upcoming programs and timely 
educational topics. 

NEWSLETTERS - Cooperative Extension publishes fifteen newsletters in the 
area on Natural Resources/Agriculture/Nutrition for residents and commercial 
growers. A master list of these is available from the County Extension Office. 

FACTSHEETS - Cooperative Extension has numerous fact sheets available to the 
public. Multiple copies of the order form “150 Most Popular Tip Sheets” are 
distributed routinely to libraries, town halls and local cooperating agencies. 
Current research in the areas of landscape, horticulture, nutrition and youth and 
family development are included. 

SERVICES - The County Cooperative Extension office has information and 
instruction forms to have your soil tested. UMASS Cooperative Extension Soil 
Analysis Lab tests for soil PH and complete soil analysis. Pressure gauge tests for 
home canners are conducted at the County Extension office. 

EDUCATION PROGRAMS - A wide variety of teacher training workshops, lectures 
and on-site field demonstrations are conducted. 200 key county agencies receive a 
monthly mailing listing local Cooperative Extension activities. 
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AFFILIATIONS - 4-H Farley Outdoor Education Center is a non-profit regional 
accredited camp run by a Board of Directors representing 4-H in SE 
ssachusetts. Information on this facility can be obtained from the Plymouth County 
ative Extension office.

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REPORT OF PLYMOUTH COUNTY MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


The Commissioners of the Plymouth County Mosquito Project are pleased to 
submit the following report of our activities during 1994. 


The Project is a special district created by the State Legislature in 1957, 
and is now composed of 25 Plymouth County towns, the City of Brockton and the Town 
of Cohasset in Norfolk County. On July 14, the Town of Whitman rejoined the Project. 
The Project is a regional response to a regional problem and provides a way of 
organizing specialized equipment, specially trained employees, and mosquito control 
professionals into a single agency with a broad geographical area of responsibility. 


Again in 1994, the season began with an above normal water table which 
produced large numbers of spring brood mosquitoes throughout the County. Efforts 
were directed at larval mosquitoes starting with the spring brood. Ground and aerial 
larviciding was accomplished using B.T.I., an environmentally selective bacterial 
agent. Upon emergence of the spring brood of adult mosquitoes, ultra-—low-volume 
adulticiding began. The Project responded to increased numbers of service requests 
until a drying trend occurred during mid-summer. All sprayers and trucks performed 
well with little time lost to breakdowns. 


The threat of the mosquito-transmitted disease Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(EEE) was low in 1994. This season marked the first time since 1981 that EEE virus 
was not isolated during the mosquito surveillance period. The recurring problem of 
EEE in Southeastern Massachusetts continues to ensure cooperation between this 
Project and the Massachusetts Department of Public Health. 


The figures specific to the Town of East Bridgewater are given below. While 
mosquitoes do not respect town lines the information given below does provide a 
tally of the activities which have had the greatest impact on the health and comfort 
of East Bridgewater residents. 


Insecticide Application. 3,888 acres were treated using truck mounted 
sprayers for control of adult mosquitoes. More than one application was made to the 
same site if mosquitoes reinvaded the area. The first treatments were made in May 
and the last in September. 


Our greatest effort has been targeted at mosquitoes in the larval stage, which 
can be found in woodland pools, swamps, marshes and other standing water areas. 
Inspectors continually gather data on these sites and treat with highly specific 
larvicides when immature mosquitoes are present. Last year a total of 57 inspections 
were made to 59 catalogued breeding sites. 


Water Management. During 1994 crews removed blockages, brush and other 
obstructions from 1,340 linear feet of ditches and streams to prevent overflows or 
stagnation that can result in mosquito breeding. This work, together with machine 
reclamation, is most often carried out in the fall and winter. 


Finally, we have been tracking complaint response time, that is the time 
between notice of a mosquito problem and response by one of our inspectors. The 
complaint response time in the Town of East Bridgewater was less than two days with 
more than 163 complaints answered. 


Mosquito Survey. A systematic sampling of mosquitoes in East Bridgewater 
indicates that Coquillettidia perturbans was the most abundant species. Other 
important species collected included Culex pipiens and Culex salinarius. 


We encourage citizens or municipal officials to call our office for 


information about mosquitoes, mosquito-borne diseases, control practices, or any 
other matters of concern.

REPORT OF SELF HELP INCORPORATED 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of East Bridgewater: 


Self Help, Inc. is greater Brockton’s and Attleboro’s anti-poverty agency 
dedicated to improving the quality of life of limited income individuals and 
families, and making all segments of the community responsive to the needs of the 
limited income, disadvantaged and minority populations. 


During the program year ending September 30, 1994, Self Help received a total 
funding of approximately $9.6M and provided direct services to 43,436 limited-income 
households in the area. 


In the town of EAST BRIDGEWATER, 158 households received direct services 
totaling $129,217 during the program year 1994. 


: The total funding of $9,634,409 does not tell the real value of human services 
delivered to the area as a whole. Self Help’s funding enabled us to mobilize an 
additional $2,388,738 of other community resources, such as contributions from the 
towns, volunteers, donation of space, and private donations. The gross value of SHI 
during the past program year was $12,283,371. 


Self Help currently employs 225 individuals, many of whom are of limited 
income and minorities. 


We feel that the year October 1, 1993 through September 30, 1994 was a 
successful program year for us because we were able to assist as many limited income 
individuals as we did, despite the uncertainties and decreases in fundings we 
experienced.. We thank all the volunteers, Board of Selectmen, and their 
representative to our Board of Directors, Mr. Frederick Watson for helping to make 
our year a success.

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REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 
EAST BRIDGEWATER SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater: 


I am pleased to submit this report as the chairman of the East Bridgewater Public 
Schools. The year of 1994 has had significant changes for the School Committee and we truly 
have been challenged to continue the work of such people as Mr. John Leonard, Mrs. Loretta 
Ring, Mrs. Linda Simpson and Mrs. Brenda Dias, all of whom retired from the board this year. 
We are grateful for their many years of unselfish dedication to the children of East 
Bridgewater and we thank them for this. The changes should continue as the committee votes a 
new chairman each year. This will give the committee members a better understanding of what 
a School Committee member’s responsibilities are and a clearer understanding of the tasks at 
hand. 


The School Committee continues to seek input in regards to the budget and the 
educational process from you, the citizens. We urge your attendance at all our regular 
meetings as well as our budget meetings. We would encourage any citizen to write or call any 
members of the committee as your input is invaluable to us as a committee, which is a 
committee dedicated to the children of East Bridgewater. 


The Education Reform Act is helping, but is it enough? We need the help of each and 
every citizen and ask that you write to State Senator Michael Creedon and State 
Representative Michael Sullivan to support the bill filed jointly by them which will redefine 
“Base Aid” by adding equity aid received in the previous fiscal year to base aid. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee has received final approval from the 
state, and we appear to be number seven on the list for funding for Fiscal Year 1996. What a 
great job the committee has done for the children of East Bridgewater. 


The 1994 - 1995 school year got off to a great start with funding in place, contracts 
signed, School Councils meeting regularly and progress made. We have added several badly 
needed professional educators to our staff at all three schools as well as additional 
programs of study at the High School level. 


The School Committee wishes to extend its sincere appreciation to all departments and 
offices of the Town of East Bridgewater. We feel a sense of oneness and togetherness which 
sterns from co-operation at all levels of town government.

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To the Citizens of the Town of East Bridgewater and Members of the East 
Bridgewater School Committee: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the Administrative Team of the East 
Bridgewater Public Schools for 1994. 


The major focus of 1994 was the implementation of the new Education Reform 
law which was passed in 1993. Under that law, the State has made a commitment to 
increase local school aid each year for seven years until each of the 350 cities and towns in 
the Commonwealth is spending at least $5,500 per pupil. Eventually, the new funding will 
have a significant impact on the East Bridgewater Public Schools. However, due to the fact 
that East Bridgewater’s per pupil spending has been so low, it will take several years for 
the additional funds to translate into increased staff, reinstated programs, and increased 
funding for supplies, technology, and adequate funds for maintenance. Hopefully, the 
potential loss of B.F.I. revenue will not sidetrack these necessary funds. 


There are three main initiatives under Education Reform. First, the State 
has developed a Common Core of Learning for all students. The second stage will be the 
creation of Statewide Curriculum Frameworks in all core subjects in order to insure a 
standard curriculum for all public schools. The third and final piece of Education Reform 
is the development of a State assessment program based on the Curriculum Frameworks which 
will be administered in grades four, eight, and ten. All students will be required to pass 
the tenth grade test in order to receive a high school diploma. It is also expected that 
new regulations enacted by the Department of Education will require changes in the way the 
present school day is scheduled, especially at the High School. 


As part of the Education Reform implementation effort, School Councils 
consisting of teachers, parents, and community members have been organized at 
all three schools. Students are part of the High School Council. Councils are co- 
chaired by the building principals and a member elected by the membership. They are 
responsible for developing school improvement plans which must be submitted to the School 
Committee for final approval. Councils also review the individual school budgets and assist 
the principals in setting funding priorities. Joint meetings of the Councils were held in 
order to share information and insure consistency of direction within the system. 


Another very significant achievement for 1994 was the submission of the 
final planning document by the Middle School Building Addition Committee to the 
Department of Education. This timely submission resulted in the Town of East Bridgewater 
being placed high on the priority list for Fiscal 1996 and guaranteed the 80 percent 
reimbursement rate by the State. The Middle School Building Addition Committee should be 
commended for an outstanding effort. 


Prior to Education Reform, the East Bridgewater Public Schools began 
working on a “Mission Statement” as the first step in developing a long range 
improvement plan. During 1994, all schools completed a two-year process involving 
teachers, parents, students, and community leaders which led to the development of Mission 
Statements which were approved by the School Committee. These statements will be used as the 
basis for developing a systemwide Mission Statement in the future. Once a system Mission 
Statement has been adopted, an action plan will be developed in conjunction with the School 
Council Improvement Plans to chart future improvement efforts and budget priorities for the 
East Bridgewater Public Schools. 


Another very significant event in 1994 has been the change in the working 
relationships with Town government. A much more cooperative attitude was fostered by 
the Board of Selectmen. The new Town Accountant, Town Treasurer/Collector, and Executive 
Secretary have all been very helpful and a real “team effort” was evident. The 
Superintendent has been meeting monthly with the Police and Fire Chiefs, the Highway 
Surveyor, and the Executive Secretary in order to coordinate activities and share ideas. The 
Superintendent has learned much from these meetings and has gained a great deal of insight 


the needs of other departments. This type of cooperative effort can only bode well for 
Town as it seeks to find solutions to very real needs in the future. 


Each year the School Committee has approved a five-year maintenance list 
each year very little has been done to address the needs identified on this 
it. However, with the creation of a Capital Needs Planning Committee for the Town, it 
s that some attempt will be made to address deferred maintenance items. The highest 
ity for schools is the replacement of the wooden windows at the Central School. Let’s 
that relief is not too many years away. 


All in all, in reviewing the accomplishments of 1994, it was a year which 
presented a beginning of a new spirit of cooperation, more funds for 
jucational needs, new initiatives which promoted better learning for all 
dents, and a sense of hope for the future. 


I offer my admiration and gratitude to my Administrative Team whose 

ports are included with my report. I am blessed to have a competent, dedicated, and 
gourceful office staff led by Administrative Secretary Anne Kaiser. Very few local 
hhools receive the type of cooperation and help which our schools have received from all of 
@ other Town departments this year. Without this help our schools would not be as 
fective as they are. 


One of the most important reasons why the schools of East Bridgewater have 
jen able to continue to provide quality education in spite of severe financial 
istraints has been the dedication and commitment of the East Bridgewater 

thool Committee, which has always served as advocates for students. The working 
lationship between the School Committee and the Administrative Team is based on mutual 

t and a unanimous desire to foster our motto, “The East Bridgewater Public 
thools....There’s No Better Place to Learn”. 


Working with the entire community, we can say with pride in 1994, we did 
e a difference!

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit to you this report on the delivery of special services to East 
Bridgewater students. During the 1993-94 school year, 390 students were served through 
various special education programs. Of this number, over 91% were served within our own 
classrooms and programs. 


We continued to have a fully integrated special services delivery model at the 
elementary level. In this model the students remain in their regular classrooms while 
receiving help from the special needs staff. This model has been very successful in helping 
students to retain their self esteem while coping with learning problems. The fact that it 
works so well is a credit to the regular and special education teachers involved and to the 
many aides who help carry out the program. This program continued to serve as a model to 
other school systems in the state and, as such, received numerous visitors throughout the 
year. 


Our preschool program continued to develop and was expanded to include two sessions per 
day. Because of this program we were able to meet the needs of all but one of our preschool 
special needs students here within our own district. The preschool program is also an 
integrated program as are the other elementary special education programs. At the preschool 
level this means that non-disabled students are recruited from the preschool population of 
the town. These children then serve as models and peers for the special education preschool 
aged children. As a result, all of the children learn that everyone is valued in spite of 
their differences. 


The Early Childhood Advisory Council remained very active during the year. They 
sponsored workshops, printed monthly news letters and held a raffle during “Christmas on the 
Common”. This activity allowed the dissemination of important information about child 
development and the availability of services to many parents who might otherwise not have 
been reached. The Council also devoted much time to planning a playground for the 
kindergarten and preschool children. The Playground was funded through an early childhood 
grant and through the Council’s fund raising activities. Volunteers from the Council and the 
community helped construct the playground in the rear of the High School during the summer. 
Two Council members, Mrs. Nancy Waldron and Mrs. Susan Boyle, deserve special recognition for 
the time and work they put into planning and completing this project. 


At the Middle School, special services were again provided through a combination of 
mainstreaming and pull-out programs based on the strengths and needs of the students. In 
addition, two substantially separate programs continued to meet the needs of students who 
required more individual and continual attention than could be otherwise provided. The range 
of services available to special needs students at the Middle School is such that only very 
extreme cases need to be placed in outside programs. The dedication and accepting attitude 
demonstrated by the special services staff and by the administration enhance the chances for 
success for all special students at the Middle School. 


The High School continued to provide resource help to students with special needs 
through highly individualized instruction. As at the other schools, this instruction was 
supplemented with speech therapy or adaptive physical education services where necessary. An 
increasing movement toward collaboration between special education and regular education 
resulted in co-teaching between the special education teachers and some of the English 
teachers. The participants were enthusiastic and hope to continue to develop this type of 
service delivery. 
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The major event in the area of health and safety for the 1993-94 school year was the 
work that was done toward a comprehensive pre K-12 health education program. Thanks to a 
state grant funded through increased taxes on tobacco products, we were able to hire a Health 
Specialist, develop curriculum, provide special health related programs and purchase health 
education materials. Many staff members, parents and other community members devoted 
numerous hours to the curriculum subcommittees and the Health Council to develop the program. 
As a result, every child through grade eight may have a new health component to their 
education during the next school year. The high school’s plans are still being refined but 
will also include increased health education for their students. 


Fiscal year 1994 was successful in terms of grant monies received. Total grant 
funding for the year amounted to $372,483. This was an increase of $78,029 over comparable 
grant funding in FY’93 which amounted to $294,454. The major difference in grants was the 
addition of the health grant at $78,684. Another significant change was a $15,790 decrease 
in Chapter 1 funding which caused a cut back in remedial education services. 


During Fiscal ‘94 grant funds were used to provide drug abuse prevention education and 
services; to purchase computers for the Middle School; to hire aides to implement the 
integrated special education services at the elementary and middle school levels; to hire 
aides to help with the remediation of reading at the Middle School and both reading and math 
at the Central School; to contract for Adaptive Physical Education services for all schools; 
to contract for physical and occupational therapy services for the preschool and 
Kindergarten; to hire a part time Early Childhood Coordinator and a part time preschool 
teacher; to provide extensive staff training in the areas of math and science; to train 
parents and staff regarding the transitioning of students with disabilities to adult services 
and activities; to train elementary and middle school teachers in the development and 
implementation of building-based support teams which can also serve as pre-referral teams and 
help teachers with students prior to their being referred for a special education evaluation; 
to hire a health specialist, train staff and purchase supplies for a comprehensive health 
education program; and to purchase materials for a playground for the preschool and 
kindergarten. 


In summary, the 1993-94 school year was a very active and productive one in the area of 
pupil personnel services. The staff continues to be outstanding and commendable in their 
energy and dedication to meeting the needs of all of the students of East Bridgewater.

Dear Mr. Mitchell: 
It is with pleasure that I submit the Annual Report for 1994 as Principal of the 


Central School. The enrollment as of October 1, 1994 is compared below to previous 
years.

There have been major changes over several years due to overcrowding. The gym 
has been converted to a double grade three classroom, and gym classes are now held in 
the cafeteria. The Kindergarten class began their sixth year at the High School annex 
with nine sessions. The integrated pre-school program at the Kindergarten under the 
direction of Mrs. Kathy McNealey, has grown to be an important component of our Early 
Childhood Program. Regardless of the overcrowding, the staff morale remains high, with 
an exceptional degree of commitment and dedication to the children. The Middle School 
Building Addition Committee is finalizing plans for the new addition. The overcrowding 
issue should be resolved when the building is completed, hopefully within several 
years. 


Mr. Thomas Lynch left the teaching staff after six years for an Assistant 
Principal position in Wrentham, MA. Mrs. Martha Rosewell, longtime kindergarten 
teacher, retired this year. Mrs. Rosewell was widely recognized as an exemplary 
teacher. Mrs. Karen Batti of East Bridgewater was hired as a first grade teacher this 
year. She has a degree from Bridgewater State College with a major in Elementary 
Education and a concentration in Psychology. Mrs. Batti student taught in grade one at 
the Central School and was then employed as a first grade Special Needs Aide for one 
year. She also was a long term substitute in third grade. Ms. Heather Fowler, also of 
East Bridgewater, was hired to fill the grade four vacancy. Ms. Fowler has a Bachelor 
of Arts in Psychology from Vassar College, Poughkeepsie, New York with a specialization 
in Education. She has also earned a Master of Arts in International Education from New 
York University. She has three years of experience teaching second grade in the 
Stroudsburg, PA School District where she obtained tenure. 


Mr. John Shea, the Central School Assistant Principal, has done exceptionally 
well in this difficult role. He is directly responsible for discipline, special needs 
evaluation, and the Mainstream Assistance Team. There are numerous other areas, 
including teacher evaluation, that involve the Assistant Principal in a school of this 
size. Mrs. Susan Skeiber, the Math-Computer Specialist, has been a leader in 
technology development in the school. She is also responsible for insuring that the 
overall quality of math instruction is up to date with the new math standards. Mrs. 


Ann Harper, the Reading Specialist, is responsible for supervising the D.C. 
Heath Reading Program. This edition features a literature based, thematic curriculum 
that is highly motivational for the children. There is extensive use of tradebooks 
that are especially challenging for our exceptional readers. 
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The Guidance Counselors, Mrs. Lois Southworth and Mrs. Judith Belk, are very 
much involved with student placement, testing, child abuse and neglect programs, along 
with crisis intervention situations. The counselors are an essential component in our 
communication between teachers, students, and parents to assure the success of each 
child. 


Mrs. Victoria Boucher, Central School librarian, has a large annual circulation 
of books with this unique school/town library program. As well as having library once 
a week, the children receive special subject instruction on a weekly basis from Mrs. 
Katherine Douglas, art teacher; Mrs. Carolyn Post, physical education teacher; and Mrs. 
Mary Ann Rebhan, music teacher. 


This year we have again seen positive community support and town department 
cooperation in many areas. Safety Officer Michael Kennedy has provided the DARE 
program, as well as teaching school bus evacuation, seat belt safety awareness, and 
child abuse prevention. He represents a very positive image of the Police Department 
for the children. Chief Watson has arranged visits to the Fire Station and Fireman 
Edward Folloni has talked with classes about fire safety. Mr. Trudeau of the Highway 
Department is most cooperative with outside maintenance items on the playground. 


Mrs. Christine Hastings is responsible for the Parent Volunteer Program. 
Volunteers work in classrooms, the library, computer center, at home, and with special 
events at the school. They gave over 1000 hours of time to the school last year. 


This is a very large school which is cleaned and maintained by the Head 
Custodian, Mr. E. Russell Murphy, and his two men, Mr. Donald Alger and Mr. James 
Robak. They have a great deal of pride in the building which is obvious in the 
appearance of the school. In the cafeteria, Mrs. Jeanette O’Day and her workers 
prepare several hundred meals daily. Mrs. Karen Lynch, the school nurse, sees 
approximately 50-70 children in the clinic each day. The very competent school 
secretaries, Mrs. McStowe and Mrs. Tesson, are best known to the children and parents 
as the friendly, helpful people in the office, who really run the school. 


The central office staff with Mr. Achin, Administrative Assistant, and Mrs. 
Levine, Pupil Personnel Director, are always helpful to us. Mr. Mitchell, I would like 
to express to you my sincere appreciation for your support to the Central School. I 
have found your advice and encouragement essential in the administration of the school. 
The School Committee with Chairman, Mr. Ernie Martin, works diligently to provide an 
excellent school system for the citizens of East Bridgewater.

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REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I respectfully submit the annual East Bridgewater Middle School Town Report for 
1994, 


The total enrollment in December, 1994, was 761 students. The following is the 
grade distribution: 
Grade 5 202 Grade 7 197 
Grade 6 181 Grade 8 181 
TOTAL 761 Students 


This represents a net enrollment increase of twenty-six students over the total 
number of students enrolled in 1993, and an increase of 113 students in the total enrollment 
over the past four years. 


The Middle School Building Addition Committee has been involved in the 
Design- Development phase of the building process, working with the architectural firm of 
Alderman and MacNeish of Springfield, Massachsetts. Adhering strictly to a schedule which 
produced all the pertinent documents necessary for submission to the State of Massachusetts 
Department of Education by June, the Committee was able to guarantee the 80% reimbursement 
rate to which the Town of East Bridgewater was entitled. In August, the State notified the 
Committee that they had completed the Design/Development phase properly and that the Project 
received authorization for funding. The East Bridgewater Middle School is currently eighth 
(8) in line for funding on the Capital School Construction Project list. The 1994 membership 
of this Committee was:

The Committee accepted with deep regret the resignation of Mrs Brenda Dias in November 
of this year. She was the School Committee representative on the Building Committee and 
contributed her time and expertise to the many decisions made about the Project. 


The Mission Statement Committee finalized the core values, core outcomes and the 
Mission Statement for the East Bridgewater Middle School. In October, the School Committee 
approved the work of the Committee. The finalized statement reads..... 

“ The mission of the East Bridgewater Middle School Community is to 
develop a lifelong desire for learning, a sound sense of self, an acceptance of 
responsibility, and a true respect for others.” 


The four core values, self esteem, responsibility, respect and lifelong 
learning, will now become the focus for the operation of the school and the foundation on 
which future decisions will be made. The membership of the Mission Statement Committee is:

During the past two years, this group spent countless hours on the work necessary to 
develop the statement, involving all elements of the school community. It was difficult to 


define the school’s role in today’s society. The Committee can take justifiable pride in its 
efforts. 
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The Middle School Council continued the work of gathering data from parents and 
teachers which would be used in the development of a School Improvement Plan. Hundreds of 
survey forms were analyzed and from them a list of five areas were selected for goal setting. 
They are as follows; 1. _STAFF NEEDS, 2. COMMUNICATIONS: PARENT /STUDENT/ _ 
TEACHER/ ADMINISTRATION, 3. CURRICULUM AND INSTRUCTION/TECHNOLOGY, 4. 
DISCIPLINE/SAFETY, 
5S. STUDENT ACTIVITIES. The Council’s major responsibility is the fashioning of a plan 
which will provide for improvements in the Middle School in these areas in a period of fiscal 
uncertainty. The Council must present the completed plan to the School Committee in the 
Spring of 1995. Membership on the council this year is :

Mr. Peter Spagone tendered his resignation from the Council last summer. His input was 
very important during the first formative year of the Council, and we offer our thanks to him 
for his contributions and the time he contributed to the Council’s work. 


During the 1993-94 school year, the Middle School Professional Development 
Committee was formed in order to involve teachers in the planning of staff development 
activities. The committee conducted the following activities: surveyed staff interests and 
needs; planned inservice workshops on First Aid, Accelerated Learning, and Total Quality 
Management; disseminated information regarding new teacher recertification regulations to 
staff; and redesigned format for inservice programs, instituting staff options to better meet 
individual needs. During the fall of 1994, this committee planned a full-day inservice 
program with visiting practitioners from North Attleboro Junior High, as well as a series of 
in-house workshops on Accelerated Learning and Portfolio Assessment for the 1994-95 school 


year. 


Other professional development activities for Middle School staff during 1994 
included: attendance at workshops and conferences; two on-site computer courses carrying 
college credit, taught by instructors from the Middle School; and a series of after school 
math workshops, conducted by an outside consultant, focusing on the use of manipulatives to 
teach math concepts. 


Middle School staff were involved in a number of curriculum development 
activities during 1994. These were accomplished by releasing teachers during the school 
day to work on selected projects, as well as providing stipends for summer curriculum 
projects. During the last two days of June, twelve teachers worked on curriculum projects of 
their own design. These projects focused primarily on the development of literature-based 
curriculum for fifth and sixth grades, multicultural and interdisciplinary units, curriculum 
modifications for special needs students in the regular classroom, and grade 8 research 
projects. 


The Middle School Health Curriculum Committee, composed of teachers and parents, 
met during 1994 to analyze health education needs, develop a proposed curriculum, and made 
recommendations to hire a full-time Health Educator for the Middle School. Funding for the 
Health Educator position comes from the Health Protection Grant, and classes will begin in 
January 1995. 


During January and February 1994, 3rd, 4th, 5th & 6th grade teachers began a series of 
paired visitations between the two schools. Each Central School teacher was paired with a 
Middle School teacher. The primary purpose of the visits was to develop greater familiarity 
among teachers with the programs in each school. The teachers had the opportunity to observe 
classes, meet, discuss and share information one-on-one. Collaborative inservice time was 
provided for teachers to plan their visitations. 
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Eight teachers, comprising two cross-disciplinary teams, participated in the second 
year of Project SWIMS, a National Science Foundation funded teacher enhancement program at 
Bridgewater State College. One seventh grade team is involving its students in a multi-year 
project to study the natural habitat of the wooded area surrounding the Middle School, some 
of which will eventually be disturbed or destroyed by the construction of the MS addition. A 
second, cross-grade team, involved selected seventh grade students in a series of hands-on 
discovery lessons which focused on unique ways of measuring a variety of animal skeletons and 
culminated with measurement of a life-sized model of a fin whale. The focus of the program 
is to develop ways to teach students how to “do science.” 


Approximately 95 Middle School students participated in Discovery Might 1994, a 
non-competitive science activity night open to all students in grades 5-8. Students worked 
individually or in small groups to investigate topics of their choice and prepare 
presentations for public display. Area businesses and organizations supported the event by 
their donations, which enabled each participant to receive a Discovery Night T-shirt. 


East Bridgewater sent a team of eighteen students and five teachers from grades 7-9 
to Boston for A World of Difference Team Harmony Event in Boston Garden. The purpose 
of the event was to bring diverse teams of students and teachers together to celebrate 
diversity and to commit themselves to be proactive in their schools and communities in 
working against prejudice and discrimination. The school-based team will meet during 1995 in 
order to plan some type of follow-up activity for the school and/or community. 


During 1994, the EBMS Parents & Teachers for the Arts provided the following 
educational and entertaining enrichment programs: Native American Day; Michael Cooper, 
Masker/Mime/Storyteller; Bamidele Dancers & Drummers; Dan Butterworth & His Marionettes 
(supported in part by a grant from the East Bridgewater Arts Council/Massachusetts Cultural 
Council); and Asian Treasure Bag, Eth-Noh-Tec Creations (Asian-American storytellers). The 
primary source of funding for these programs comes from the annual fall fundraising event at 
the Middle School. 


The Guidance Department maintained their delivery of services in excellent fashion, 
given the task of providing for 760 students with two counselors. Forty students new to the 
town of East Bridgewater were enrolled, and the transition of our eighth graders to the High 
School as well as the movement of 200 fifth graders to our school was completed in timely 
fashion. The standardized testing program involved the California Achievement Test in Grade 
6 and 8, as well as the Massachusetts Assessment Test in Grade 8. In addition, the 
articulation process within the school for students moving from grade to grade took place. 
The counselors were also responsible for all parental contacts regarding student placement or 
other matters. The 10-14 year old student encounters many problems unique to this age and 
to present societal issues which fall within the jurisdiction of our Guidance Department and 
must be dealt with in a most professional manner. We are fortunate to have Mrs. Cartier and 
Mr. Gothage as counselors, but recognize the need for additional help in that area because of 
increased enrollment. 


There were two activity programs offered to the student body of an extracurricular 
nature. The Viking Sports Parents made a generous donation to the Middle School which 
allowed the intramural program to be held. Through a grant received by the Police 
Department, a DARE after school activities program was held in the Spring. These are 
important and necessary programs in our school. They could not have occurred without the 
generous support of these two organizations, because funds are not available in the school 
budget for these activities. 


I would like to recognize the contributions of Mrs. Maryann Roan and Mrs. Christine 
Hastings for their effort in coordinating the Parent Volunteer Program at the school. 
Thousands of hours of volunteer work in both the regular classroom and special areas rooms 
have been donated by many parents. This has allowed many activities to take place which may 
not have been possible without the extra help. My thanks also to the parents who have so 
graciously given of their time to help our school. 
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In closing, I wish to both thank and compliment the Middle School staff for their 
continued effort in providing a quality educational experience for our students. Teachers, 
custodians, secretaries, aides, counselors, support staff and administrators are committed to 
their prime responsibility, working with our students. I also express my gratitude to you 
and your staff for continued support.

Report of the High School Principal 
Dear Superintendent Mitchell, 


It is with much pride in the High School that I submit the annual report of the High 
School for the year 1994. This was a year of anticipation as we studied and presented a new 
schedule for the school day and awaited the recommendations of the Massachusetts Educational 
Reform legislation. Education in Massachusetts is in a time of transition and we hope to 
meet the future with excitement and a commitment to each of our students for a successful and 
rewarding high school experience. 


A significant change has taken place with the decision of Anne Hynes, our High School 
librarian, to retire from education after a long career of leadership, service and caring. 
The contributions that Mrs. Hynes has made to the library program and to the educational 
environment of the High School have created a legacy that will endure. She has unselfishly 
given a myriad of students and colleagues inspiration, support and guidance along with a love 
of learning and appreciation of books and all that they contain. Anne has been a role model 
for those of us who have worked closely with her. She lives her life and teaches students 
with values of integrity, compassion and intellectual honesty. She is a true teacher and the 
High School will miss her valued contributions. We wish her much happiness as she takes on 
new challenges. The influence of Anne Hynes will always be a part of East Bridgewater High 
School. 


As we began the current school year, our official October 1, 1994 enrollment was 589. 
We are in a period of gradual increase in enrollment which should find approximately 690 
students in the High School by the end of the decade. In the years ahead the High School 
will need to replace staff cut during times of fiscal crisis to provide programs and 
reasonable class sizes for this enrollment. 


The approval of the school budget and the initial increase in funds from Educational 
Reform allowed the High School to partially restore two teaching positions this year. The 
faculty was augmented by the addition of Ms. Lisa Carlson to the Foreign Language Department 
and Mrs. Jo-Ann O’Brien to the Business Department as part time teachers. Ms. Carlson is an 
honor graduate from Wheaton College. Mrs. O’Brien is an East Bridgewater resident, a 
graduate of Salem State College with a very successful teaching record. The two new teachers 
have made the difference in being able to provide for the increasing number of students 
taking a foreign language and the need to restore courses in business and technology. 


Since the budget provided only a small increase the decision was to seek the teachers 
described in the preceding paragraph, provide stipends for a Technology Education Coordinator 
and a Student Support Specialist and use an additional small amount for teacher training and 
professional development. There are very real needs for computer hardware and software. Only 
a few years ago the High School received awards for the integration of computers into the 
curriculum. We have not been able to update computer hardware, add sufficient numbers of 
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computers to ensure use by all students on a regular basis or utilize instructional software 
which requires upgraded computers. In this technology age a school can fall behind very 
quickly without an adequate technology budget. Our students and teachers want to increase 
use of technology for instruction and application to research, study and career training. As 
we have said before...we do much very well, but there is much we cannot do because of a need 
for resources. We have already moved from the “information age” to the “communication age” 
and that communication will be on the electronic highway. 


We could not be more proud of the students at the High School. They represent the 
promise of the future with all of the enthusiasm, intelligence and ideas that can be asked. 
They choose career paths that will not only give them a satisfactory life but will add to the 
quality of life in society. This year 74% of our graduates went on to higher education. Of 
this number, 52% went to four year colleges and universities and 22% to two year programs or 
technical institutes, while 6% went directly into the military and 20% to work. Our 
graduates are accepted by the most prestigious schools and demonstrate a record of success in 
preparation for many diverse professions and careers. Our students also demonstrate a sense 
of community and responsibility for it and each other. There are many aspects of a school 
curriculum that go beyond course content. East Bridgewater High School strives to guide and 
encourage our students as they become productive and contributing members of society. 


One of the most positive and promising aspects of Educational Reform is the High School 
Council. The High School Council, created by the legislation, serves in an advisory capacity 
to the administration and is responsible for developing a long range School Improvement and 
Action Plan to be presented to the School Committee in April. This School Improvement Plan 
will be evaluated each year and will become the direction of the High School in the 90’s. 

The Council also advises the administration on such matters as budget, curriculum, students 
affairs and school climate. The School Council is comprised of three parents, one member-at- 
large, three teachers, four students (two votes), and the Principal. The present members 
are: Jane Haines, Michael Herbert, Donald Nelson, Charles Peix, Dorothy Tully as parents and 
community members; Arthur Illsley, George McCabe and Vernon Post as faculty members, Joanne 
DaSilva, Jennifer Lynch, Erin Resendes and Rosemary Rudolph-student members. The council is 
co-chaired by Jane Haines and the Principal with Jennifer Lynch serving as secretary. The 
Council meets monthly and all meetings of this important group are open to interested members 
of the community. 


For the past two years faculty and administration of the High School have been 
researching and studying the concept of changing the traditional forty-five minute, seven 
period school day which is based on the “factory method” of schooling. It was felt that 
students would benefit from the opportunity to have increased teacher-student time and to be 
able to focus on fewer subjects at one time. Increased time for courses would also support 
interdepartmental and interdisciplinary learning as well as student centered, activity 
oriented learning experiences geared to application of knowledge. These needs and this study 
resulted in a recommendation by the Alternative Scheduling Committee, to recommend a “block 
scheduling” plan that will find most courses approx. ninety minutes long beginning in 
September, 1995. The concept plan was approved by the School Committee in January and plans 
are underway for students to have a “test run” in June. This plan also eliminates non- 
directed study halls and substitutes with learning centers such as writing labs, computer 
centers, tutorials and other resource centers. This structure is a framework for a school 
day that will be full with learning experiences that are planned for individual student 
involvement. It is anticipated that a focus on student centered learning experiences will 
require additional professional development for faculty. The Alternative Scheduling Committee 
was co-chaired by faculty members, Claire Howard and Christina Mason. 


This year an attendance policy was adopted for the High School. This policy emphasizes 
the importance of being in school daily and the significance of class participation and 
involvement. A student who is absent from class more than ten percent of the class time will 
lose credit for the course unless a waiver is granted in accordance with policy procedures. 
The Attendance Committee will continue to evaluate this new policy and assess the impact on 
overall attendance. 
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We are very pleased to have Harry Ferrell-Locke beginning his role as official 
Technology Education Coordinator. Mr. Ferrell-Locke did much of this work on a voluntary 
basis for a number of years. The Technology Coordinator is responsible for overseeing the 
use of technology, especially computers, in the instructional program. He assists and trains 
teachers, maintains equipment and develops program involvement such as the association with 
MCET, the Massachusetts Corporation for Educational Telecommunications. Mr. Ferrell-Locke 
coordinates the administrative computer functions such as attendance, scheduling and grade 
reporting. A stipend was also provided to name Mrs. Nancy Miller as Student Support 
Coordinator. In this role Mrs. Miller facilitates pre-referrals for regular education 
students who may need modifications in the regular education setting. She is a liaison for 
teachers providing support for these classroom modifications. Mrs. Miller also coordinates 
the grade nine ALPS program and Project Employ, a school to work program. She is involved 
with all aspects of career and vocational preparation for students and is certified to 
administer many educational and psychological tests. These positions are very necessary as 
we move ahead to address the educational needs of all students. 


While the majority of our students are healthy, happy and successful, there is an 
increasing number of adolescents who lack coping skills, study skills and good decision 
making abilities. These students find increasing difficulty in a school environment designed 
for the welfare of the general student population. Often, such students may not be able to 
function in a regular educational setting without it being detrimental to others. For these 
reasons an alternative program within the school is being proposed. Along with this is a 
need to consider future additions of a school social worker for family service and a school 
psychologist. 


It is necessary to explain needs so that they are not a surprise when asked to be 
considered. However, concerns should not supplant the overwhelming success of most students 
and the atmosphere of accomplishment that dominates the High School. Our students regularly 
receive academic recognitions, awards and tributes. Our athletic and music programs continue 
to be among the most outstanding examples of excellence in the area. We owe much to our 
Athletic Director, Allen Smith and our Director of Music, Dan Lasdow. East Bridgewater High 
School is known state wide for our achievements in athletics and music. This year, for 
example, Coach Ron St. George led the Viking football team to the fourth Superbowl in five 
years. Our Student Activities program continues to be very active with many advisors coming 
forth each year to work with students in after school clubs and organizations. Our Assistant 
Principal, George Kelly, is another major factor in the overall accomplishments of our 
school. 


In closure, I would like to thank the Superintendent and the School Committee for their 
vision and leadership. Their commitment to our Mission Statement and Core Values makes it 
possible for us to carry them out. I am also grateful to a talented and committed faculty 
who have been stretched thin but always seem to be able to meet the next challenge. There is 
no secret to a successful high school. It is adequate resources and a caring faculty. 
Without a genuine concern for students nothing else matters. Our faculty cares. We are also 
appreciative of the work of our support staff. Mrs. Kay Mormino is cafeteria supervisor. She 
and her staff make students feel that school lunch is the closest thing to home. Our 
custodial staff and our secretaries are also essential to the success of the High School. 

The High School works closely with other town departments and we appreciate the cooperation, 
communication and assistance that is always there for us from the Police, Fire, Highway and 
Library Departments. 


East Bridgewater is a caring community where the promise of the next generation is 
cherished. Our school system has a vision for the future that will ensure that the most 
important resource of our community, our children, receive the best possible education. As 
Principal of East Bridgewater High School, I speak for all of my colleagues in accepting that 
challenge and commitment with pride in all that East Bridgewater High School represents.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF ATHLETICS 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


It was the snowiest winter on record in the northeast. The East Bridgewater girls and 
boys basketball teams saw much of their practice time canceled and many games rescheduled. 
Both the boys and girls teams had seen early victories in the month of December. The girls 
had won the Viking Winter Classic. The boys had four wins under their belt as the new year 
rolled in. The girls went on to finish the season at 6-14. The boys finished at 7- 13. 


With the change of seasons and the warmer weather, everyone’s spirit seemed to pick up. 
As we know, with the coming of spring a young man’s fancy turns to baseball. Sixty 
candidates tried out for the varsity, junior varsity, and freshman teams. There was the 
thought of success and then the reality. The varsity finished the high school baseball 
season with an 11-7 record and a third place finish in the South Shore League. Tradition 
seems to be an integral part of our athletic program. So with this in mind, the team 
qualified for the state tournament for the eighth time since 1984. In the first round of the 
tourney, our team traveled to play old rival, Old Rochester Regional High School. We had 
been there before in December of 1993. We lost a very hard fought Super Bowl game to the 
Bulldogs that day. We also lost a very hard played baseball game on this day. In the bottom 
of the last inning, Old Rochester scored the winning run to break a 2-2 tie. I congratulate 
Coach Pat Cronin and his team for representing East Bridgewater with class and character, 
again! 


The track teams rose to the same high standard. Coaches George McCabe and Dan Dors 
welcomed new field events coach George Feroli to the fold. As the Viking tradition 
continued, we went on to win the South Shore League title for the ninth time in 22 years. 
The girls track team was equally exciting to watch. The lady harriers ran to an 8-2 record. 
This record was good enough to hold down third place in the South Shore League. The girls 
then went on to win the state heptathlon. In the Class D state meet our girls 4 x 400 relay 
team of Jill D’Arrigo, Saran Craig, Eileen Narcotta, and Sharyn Powers took lst place with a 
4:10.2 time. 


Our girls softball team improved their season’s record to 7-9 in 1994. The team jumped 
out to an early 5-2 record and held on the rest of the season after they were hurt by key 
injuries. The team is young and hopes are high for 1995. 


The girls tennis team deserves the “Rambo Award”. Due to the school’s tennis courts 
being condemned, the girls had to practice and play at Bridgewater State College. This is 
the second year that the team has had to play under these conditions. I thank John Harper, 
Athletic Director at the college, for his cooperation and generosity. The team did not 
produce a winning record, but the leadership of Coach Leanna Russell produced a competitive 
team with improved skills and a positive self image. 


When school resumes after summer vacation, the most positive thing in the student’s 
mind is the return to the athletic field and all the co-curricular events. The Vikings 
returned in September with hopes and dreams of championships. It didn’t take long for those 
dreams to come true as the boys cross country team finished the 1994 season undefeated in the 
South Shore League. This is the second time in three years our runners have accomplished 
this task. The girls track team also ran competitively this past fall. 


The girls soccer team carried the same dreams into the fall season. The league title 
was up for grabs going into the last week of the season. Our girls finished in second 
place. The girls then went on to the South Sectional tournament for the third straight year. 
The girls drew Hingham in the first round. After three overtime periods, the Vikings lost in 
a goalie shoot out. Similar to what we saw in the World Cup finals. 


The boys soccer team did not fair as well. The team was very young and at times saw 
five Freshmen in the starting line up. Coach David Floeck knows these young men gained 
valuable playing experience. 
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Field hockey also improved this season. The girls were in contention for a post season 
tournament going into the final week of the season. Coach Lisa MacBain has improved the 
teams skills, knowledge of the game and competitive attitude. I see a bright future for this 
program. 

Well they did it again! The Viking Football team won the South Shore League title and 
played in the 1994 Division IV Super Bowl for the third time in four years. Although we lost 
to a powerful North Andover Team, we played one HECK of a game. And, there were 300 + other 
schools in the state that wish they were us. It wasn’t easy. Coach St. George started 22 
new faces this season. The season saw adversity through death and injuries, but the 
character of these young men overcame all these obstacles. Isn’t that one of the things high 
school athletics is supposed to teach the student- athletes? Not to be overlooked, Coach Ron 
St. George was deservingly named the Boston Globe Division IV Coach of the Year. My 
congratulations to all who participated in a job well done. 

I would be remiss if I didn’t thank all the people who have had a part in helping make 
this year a very successful athletic event. To thank every-one by name would be impossible. 
Please know that I know how much you have helped the Viking sports program. I will never 
forget the extra effort the townspeople put into a GREAT little town.

Mrs. Michelle Bernard has 
returned, to take over the duties as chairperson, for the coming year. 


The Music Department trip to Washington D.C. was a complete success--75 students, faculty and 
chaperon’s participated. The High School Concert Band, Concert Choir, Show Choir, Jazz Band 
and Marching Band received gold medals and superior ratings for their performances. The 
judges evaluated the groups on a national standard. This accomplishment places our students 
on a level with the best in the country. In addition to being outstanding musicians, our 
students are outstanding ladies and gentlemen. The entire trip was without incident. The 
Town Of East Bridgewater and the School Department was represented by its finest citizens. 


The Senior Recital was held May 18. Our seniors did an excellent job in performing 
instrumental and vocal solos and duets. The recital is an opportunity for the seniors to 
display their musical talents and is a way for them to show how they have developed over the 
years, as outstanding musicians. The Music Parents Association hosted a reception in the 
library for the seniors and their guests. The seniors received gifts of appreciation from 
the Music Parents. 


The Marching Band performed at Canobie Lake Park NH, on Saturday, May 21. The band marched 
in a parade and performed a concert.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF SCHOOL FOOD SERVICES 
Dear Mr. Mitchell: 


I am pleased to submit the annual report of the School Food Services for 1994. As in 
the past, the School Food Services offer nutritious and appetizing noon day meals to the 
students of East Bridgewater. 


The School Lunch Program is viable and semi-self supporting. The charge for a full 
student lunch has remained at $1.00 for the past five years. The sale of a-la-carte items, 
which supplements the program, has enabled the meal price to remain one of the lowest in the 
area. The assistance the program is receiving from the State and Federal governments in both 
reimbursement amounts and commodity offerings is minimal. 


Lunches are monitored by the Cafeteria Managers and modified to meet the requests of 
the students while still providing nutritious Type A lunches. The emphasis is now on 
reducing the fat content of student lunches while meeting all of the Type A lunch guidelines. 
The favorite foods of students continue to be items such as chicken nuggets, pizza, and 
chicken patties. The lunch program, especially at the upper levels, features an extensive a- 
la-carte program with a variety of appetizing offerings. The profit realized on the a-la- 
carte program supplements the losses sustained by the lunch program on the students share for 
Type A lunches. 


The School Lunch Program supplies some limited commodities, as well as milk, to the 
kindergarten program, and offers meals for senior citizens on a weekly basis at the Middle 
School. The High School cafeteria is also currently providing lunches for R.E.A.D.S. 
Academy, a collaborative program for students from East Bridgewater and surrounding towns, 
which is located on Pleasant Street. 


I would like to express my appreciation to the School Lunch Program staff and the 
Managers--Mrs. Jeanette O’Day, Central School; Mrs. Sophie Stec, Middle School; and Mrs. Kay 
Mormino, High School. A special thank you to Mrs. Jacqueline Edwards, Administrative 
Assistant to the Director, for her outstanding work. Thanks also to Mr. Gordon Mitchell, Mr. 
John Collins, Mr. George Frye, Dr. Judith Riordan, and especially the students and parents 
without whom there would be no program.
